San Francisco, Acapulco on October 10, 1967, os Eric S. 
Galt. According to tho hotel manager, they wore unable 
to locate the registration card on Ray and, therefore, 
a limited amount of information was obtained. 
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Legat, Moxico should contact the appropriate 
authorities to determine if such a telephone call was 
made and if tho Mexican police examined the register.
